Browu’g Lawyers 
Ask Adjournment 


Rejected by Marines, Texan, 23, 
Buys Himself a Private War 


PITTSBURGH. April 1 fUPl).— A tall young Texan says he 
bought a Marine Corps enlisted man's uniform and paid his way 
to Vietnam so he could fight for his country. 

The Marines discovered that Clifford W^er 2d. 23. a six- 
foot, 170-pounder from Austin, was not a real Marine only after 
he was wounded a third time in action. 

Tbe story came to light yesterday when Mr. Walker's attorney. 
John J. Khk, appeared before Judge Alton A. McDonald in 
Criminal Court. 

Mr. Walker pleaded guilty to a larceny charge March S in 
connection -with the theft of two suitcases at tbe Pittsburgh air^ 
port. The judge deferred sentencing pending a pre-sentence report. 

The Texan's lawyer told this story: 

Mr. Walker tried bo Join the Marines in 196$ but -was rejected. 
He then bought a Marine unifonn and booked passage to Viet- 
nam through a travel agency. In Vietnam he ^ed up false 
orders and reported to First Marine Headquarters. 

He served a year without pay giTii»p be was not listed on the 
payroll records. After he was wounded a third time, the Marines 
investigated and learned be had never been on tbe payrolL Mr. 
Walker was returned to the United States because of his wounds. 
The FBI then charged him with fraudulent use of a Marine 
uniform.

'Cutting Into the Bone’ 









President mxon's Vletnamization program 
Is approaching a critical test oi credibility 
this month as the third phase or announced 
American troop withdrawals from Southeast 
AsU nears eomidetlOQ. 

The White House has denied a report that 
the Pentagon Is budgeting for substantial 
new withdrawals that would reduce Amer^ 
lean forces In Vietnam to 225,000 men by 
mld-1971. The remalaing forces would con> 
slst largely of air. artillery and supply units, 
with only enough combat troops to provide 
protection for their bases. 

Such a reduction would be consistent 
with repeated hints from Washington and 
Saigon over many months that the XTnlted 
States would bring home all of Its ground 
combat forces from Vietnam by that time or 
earlier. When former Defense Secretary 
Clarh Clifford last June called for with- 
drawal of all ground torces by the end of 
1970. President Nixon said he hoped to beat 
that target. A new withdrawal announce- 
ment, promised for this month, should 
provide a clue to the prospects for fulfill- 
ment of such hopes. 

The President announced the first cut- 
back of 25,000 men last June, a further with- 
drawal of 35.000 men was announced m 
September, and in December Mr. Nixon said 
he would bring home an additional 50,000 
men by April 15, lowering the ceiling to 
434,000. The actual reduction to date has 
been 84,500 men. from a force level of S38,soo 
when the first cutback was announced, to 
a current total of 454.000. 

While the staged reductions so far have 
succeeded in dampening criticism of the war 
at home, they have not really significantly 
affected the military balance in Vietnam. 
The current level of American forces In the 
battle area Is close to that which prevailed 
at the time of the enemy’s Tet offensive in 


euly 1908. Since that time. South met- 
namese forces have been substantially ex- 
panded— and improved. If official sources 
are to be believed. 

So far. President Nixon has merely been 
cutting fat from what many believed was a 
bloated American military establishment In 
South Vietnam. The next withdrawal, a 
Pentagon source observed recently, "will 
start cutting into the bone." 

* * * 

Administration spokesmen have Insisted 
;fflvaiely that the process of Vletnanilsation 
is '^reversible." President Nison told the 
American people last November that he had 
adopted a plan “for the complete withdrawal 
of all United States combat ground forces 
and their replacement by South Vietnamese 
forces on an orderly scheduled timetable." 

But the President appeared to contradict 
himself when be also declared that the rate 
of American withdrawal would depend on 
the progress of peace talks in Paris, the 
ability of South Vietnamese troops to take 
over the burden of the fighting and the 
degree of restraint shown by enemy troops. 
At the moment there are grounds for doubt 
an all of these counts, especially In view of 
stepped-up enemy activity In neighboring 
Cambodia and Lao& 

The question In the minds of many Amer- 
icans as another decision on withdrawal ap- 
proaches, is whether this administration will 
continue to fulfill its promise of "orderly 
scheduled" disengagement, even at the risk 
of “cutting into the bone." Or will the pace 
of withdrawal be allowed to lag — as Army 
leaders axe reported to be urging— atrengtb- 
enlng the belief of some critics that “Vlet- 
namlaatlon” may be another way of saying 
that the war will go on In a continued— but 
futile— search for military victory?

Tn. two weeks the new rulers in Phnom 
Penh have moved Cambodia appreciably 
closer to a double disaster that Prince Siha- 
nouk successfully avoided for the best part 
of two decades. Even when a generous al- 
lowance is made for characteristic Cam- 
bodian shadow-play, the impression is that 
the Lon Nol government Is drawing the 
country toward civil war and involvement In 
the larger Vietnam struggle.

Ihls place would be a youth 
preserve, a domain, where the 
teen-ager could get little pro- 
tection from the adults around 

htm 

After all, as Sr. Jaa Konmg 
says, *we protect our beautiful 
nature— the Everglades, Yose- 
mite, Yellowstone— but nowhae 
in our Cities, nowhere in our 
countries do we ha've protected 
areas for youth.*' 

Sr. Wft p iTi g ran one of rive 
Montessori schools lor high- 
school-level youths. Be is now 
a professor at tiie Universi^ 
of Amsteidam, teadilag cOUege 
students who will teouih In high 
schools. 

Ha spoke of his concept for 
revitalising hl^-sehool Vaca- 
tion at a three-day international 
MonUssori conference here 
v>f>nftring the founder of that 
movement. Or. Maria Montes- 
soil. 

Not only is Dr. Koning some- 
one over 30 the kids can trust, 
he sounds nif* them. He says 
teen-agen axe “the most en- 
dangeRd": that "our adult 

socte^ is mostly hell." that our 
schools are more designed as 
“prisons” than centers of learn- 
ing. 

ProElt-Seeking Adults 
He continues: “There is no 
single spot where our teen- . 
agera can enjoy themselves in 
their own field. Don't mention 
here the street-comer society, 
the Juke-box clvUizatlon. the 
drug-LSD-marijuana establish- 
ment. the sex experiments. 
These are only the counter- 
images of the real province of 
youth: they are mt^ly In the 
grip ot only proGt-seeking so- 
cieties of adults.” 

Dr. waning said his views 
for revitalising education stem 
from a Monjessoii concept now 
a half-century old. Fir^. the 
youth needs “protection" and. 
second. “Insight into existing 
society.” 

Protection means a . school 


reservation, a city for teen- 
agers, supervised by a teacher. 
Eere the youth develops his 
own tbtnkiog, studies what he 
wants to study, at his own 
tempo, but. Dr. Koning empha- 
sises, "nob cdone but with the 
teacher^' underscandlng.” 
Teschers in this “youth-do- 
main" have a great deal to 
team tbemselTSS, says Dr. 
ynniwg “!l7iey have to learn 
to listen 'first, to listen second, 
and to listen and admire third.” 
They also hare to be 'grounded 
very wen* in language and 
matiiematics and have a wealth 
of deep personal experiences to 
draw from for the presumebl.r 
endless discussions the groups 
would, have. 

fitentessori Idea 

Dr. Honing said that Dr. 
Mostessori's idea of a school 
where youths can experiment 
with a new community would 
be a place where the jroutb 
would earn at least part of his 


own money. He would work on 
the farms, in offices, shops, 
factories and hotels of this 
"educational unit,” says Dr, 
Koning. 

The other side of the coin 
is that this cannot be a return 
to the cloteteiu of the Middle 
Ages, a "secluded area o; 
peace” in some idyllic lodge. 
TO make the concept work there 
must be a confrontation with 
existing society. Dr. Koning 
sees projects In which students 
get involved In communications 
between rich and poor, political 
leaders and delinquents in re- 
volt— “projects ol discovery and 
help.” 

Dr. Ko nio g started this sort 
of school In The Eague several 
years ago. It was a non- 
graded school and Dr, Honing 
sai'd one of the major problems 
was that he had to team to 
ixust and listen to bis students. 

"If you have the courage to 
frusb them, then they are not 
rebellious.”

Pilots Become Milwaukee Brewers 
As Federal Referee Approves Sale 


SEATTLE, April 1 CAP) ^Base- 
ball’s one-year experiment, a field 
Mai which became a courtroom 
contest, was to die today with the 
scratch of a pen on papers chang- 
ing the Seattle Pilots into the 
Milwaukee Brewers. 

The action was due at 6 pju., 
EST, before federal banlouptcy 
referee Sidney C. Volinn. 

Volinn approved sale of the 
American League team to Milwau- 
kee last night. The price tag was 
glOA million. 

The contract already had been 
signed and approved by the league, 
leaving the Brewers free to go 
about their baseball business. 

Volinn approved the sale after 
saying the Pilots obviously couldn't 
pay $8.13 million in debts and 
didn't have the cash to survive a 
second baseball season in Seattle. 
That paved the way for the ex- 
pansion team to open the 1970 sea- 
son next Tuesday in Milwaukee 
against the California Angels. 

Anti-Trust Fight 

Bub the death of the Pilots also 
opened the way for a two-fisted 
attack on baseball's exemption 
from federal anti-trust laws. Wil- 
liam L. Dwyer, special assistant 
state attorney general, said Seattle 
and the State of Washington would 
press their $32 million anti-trust 
damage suit which already bad 
been filed In state court and was 
awalcing removal of the team. 

That suit contends that the 
league violated the state's anti-

Dennis McLain, who pitched 55 
victories for the Detroit Tigers 
the last two seasons and who was 
suspended from baseball six weeks 
ago because he was involved In a 
bookmaking operation in 1967, has 
been suspended for three more 
months. Commissioner Bowie Kuhn 
announced todi^. 

McLain a'iil be allowed to 
resume his career on July 1. which 
means that he will miss 47 percent 
or less of the 2970 season. Oi 
Detroit's 163 games, 76 are sched- 
uled before July 1. but rainouts 
may cause some of them to be 
later, when McLain is eligible. 

In terms of money, McLain's pun- 
ishment may come to something 
between $20,000 and $30,000. He bad 
agreed to a $90,000 contract for 
1970. Since playem do not collect 
any salary during spring training, 
be will lose salary only between 
opening day next Monday and 
June 30, or 86 days of the 279-day 
baseball season. Be will collect, 
therefore $46A00 of his salary. The 
$43,200 not received wiU reduce his 
tax obligations to a considerably 
smaller net loss. 

Uniform Restriction 

Until July 1, MclAin will not be 
allowed to put on a uniform or 
work out with any organized base- 
ball club. A pitcher, however, can 
keep himself In condition priva- 
tely more effectively than a 
regular batter can. If he is ready 
to pitch on July 1 on hJs regular 
everj'-fourth-day schedule. McLain 
will still be able to make 23 starts 
during the regular season, which 
ends Oct. 1, and he would be 
eligible for any playoff or World 
Series the Tigers attain. 

In explaining his decision and 
answering questions, at a press con- 
ference at the Americana Hotel, 
Commissldner Etdin, stressed Iris 
Intention to be MthT'fair ahd com- 
passionate. He said his investiga- 
tions reveled that McLain, believing 
that he had In^-ested $5,700 in 
a bookmaklDg op>eration in Flint 
Mich., was actually “the victim of 
a confidence scheme." 

Punishment Fits Crime 

Kuhn pointed out that there was 
a difference between intending to 
do something wrong, and succeed- 
ing in doing It, and that the two 
called for different punishments. 
He made the comparison between 
an “attempted murder" and a "suc- 
cessful murder." Although Mc- 
Lain did intend to become a part- 
ner, Kuhn said, he was duped and 
did not actually become one, and 
this made a difference in Kuhn's 
deliberation about what punishment 
to impose. 

The commissioner also stressed

George Gainford, 
one o' Western civtlication's 
greatest authorities on the sub- 
ject, smiled out of the corner 
of his eye at hJs tiger, and pro- 
nounced: 

*Tbat's good, that's good. I 
keep tellmg them, suger is the 
best thing for energy. Now lots 
of fighters like glucose, but it's 
really the sugar in glucose 
tbat^ good for them." 

George Gainford's association 
with sugar goes back more than 
80 years to one of the most re- 
fined lumps of boxer in the 
sport’s history. Gainford was 
the discoverer, trainer, and 
manager of Walker Smith jr. 
Be also changed Smith's name 
bf giving the 13-year-oId the 
amateur card of as older bo.ver 
named Ray Robinson. Later. 
Gainford daims, he described 
the still-amateur fighter to a 
Watertown, N. Y„ sportswriter 
ymmaA GeoTge Case as “sweet 
as sugar." In the next day's 
Watertown Times, the name 
“Sugar Ray Robinson'' appear- 
ed for the first time. 

"And I doB’e cere what Huy's 
autobiography says," Gainford 
added. “It was no girl who 
gave him tlie name. It was 
me. Just ask George Case.” 

Manages Maaagerf 
Gainford is 68 and In “semi- 
retirement." But he “can’t 
keep aws^ and now he says he 
“ mana ges managers. I don't 
to get involved with 
»ag»>^ing a boy bow to box. not 
any moTe. I’ve irad enough of 
that. But I advise managers 
and if tliey can’t make a light. 
W’ell. then I take the boy over.” 
The man who managed Sugar 
Bay Roblnsm is over here 
handling a couple of sparriog 
partners. Hall, a tou^, ex- 
perfenced ItgtaC-beavywelght. 
a green giant named Jean- 


Claude Roy. a French-Canadlan 
heavyweight, have been work- 
ing out with Spain's latest 
sports hero, Jose Maniiel Ibar 
Aspaziu, knoATi by his Basque 
nickname. ''Urtain.” 

Urtaln was a champion rock 
lifter, which is a big Basque 
pastime, before becoming a 
fighter 20 months ago. He is 
still In no way to be considered 
a boxer, but in 27 fights he 
has stiffened 27 stiffs. On Fri- 
day night, he challenges Peter 
Welland of West Germany for 
the European heavyweight 
championship. Weiland. almost 
as well unknown as Urtain's 
27 previous opponents, came by 
the title after Henry Cooper 
vacated it. In a match with 
a French heavyweight, which is 
a myth, named Berxiard Thi- 
bault, Welland beat the myth, 
but you get almost any price 
on htm in Madrid to beat the 
hero.

Thus the topic yesterday at 
the dining tabic of Urtam's 
secret Udeout In the suburbs 
quickly went from XTrtaln to 
Agnew to public housing to Kid 
Gavllan to Floyd Patterson 
and Inevitably to Sugar.

Student Revolutionary Replaces the Prince

|L|EIDELBERG. Germany *AP'.— Don't 
-Tl. expect to encounter the Bcudetic 
Prince swaggering through the narrow 
streets of this ceoluries-otd tmiversity 
town. 

He Is long gone, supplanted by the 
student revolutionary. His gay love 
songs have been drowned out by chants 
of “Mao Tse-tung," or "Victory in the 
people’s war." 

Heidelberg University, founded In 1286. 
is Che oldest in Germany. 2t became the 
symbol of 19th-centuG* Geman roman- 
ticism, and the pretty picture of Gennan 
student’life fostered by the operetta “The 
Student Prince" still beguiles the 
imagination. 

But the administration buHding's 
ground-floor windows arc barred against 
student invaders. Barbed wire entwines 
the top of gattt leading to an inner 
courtyard and plasterboard replaces a 
door ripped off its hinges and burned iu 
an anti-Vietnam demonstration. 

Some things do not change. The old 
town is stilt a narrow strip cradled by 
the wooded hills where the Neckar River 
breaks out of the Odenn-ald. The russet 
ruius of the castle still brood over the 
town. 

There are still student fratcmitlei. but 
it's rare to see anyone wcai'lug "cap and 
colors'* anymore. 

Some students still go to Uie Red Ox 
where the smoke-blackened walls are 
clutteced by old prints, drinking mugs 
and pewter, and the tables are scored by 
the initials of those who have passed 
through Heidelberg. 

Bui students are outnumbered by 
American soldieis and German and 
foreign tourists looking lor the Student 
Prince atmosphere. 

Today's student Is more likely to be 
dressed In Jeans and a jacket and eating 
or drinking Inei^nslvc wine in 
one of the countless small bars with 30 
chairs and SO customers. 

their counterparts in France or 
the United States. Gennan students are 
in rebellion against authority and against 


study programs courses that seem 
irrelevant. 

There are cries of “educational crisla" 
and strikes by high school students as 
thousands are turned away from over- 
crowded unfversicy classes and labora- 
tories. The traditional give and take ot 
the seminar is tnocked by eoroUmects of 
hundreds, and anatomy exercises become 
8 macabre farce when 20 to 40 scalpel- 
armed medical students crowd around one 
cadaver. 

Only 4S of every 10,000 Germans go to 
universities compart with 300 of 10,000 
in the United States and 117 in Russia. 
Only 5 to 7 percent of *West German 
university students are from the families 
of workers. 

Heidelberg University, which survived 
devastation in the 30 Years War and 
desCruction by the French in Uie late 
l?th century, has made some reforms. 

The university has adopted a new con- 
stitution to meet demands of students and 
junior staff for a voice In choice of of- 
ficials. course offerings and exam 
requirements. 

Until December the Gr^t Senate 
which makes major decisions was the 
private preserve of the “herr professor 
doctors" who chose the rector and ran 
the university pretty much as tlie? 
pleased. 

Now there are representatives of f.U 
groups fn Ute senate and the professors 
have only 38 percent of the v^te. For 
the tint time in Heidelberg's tiistory. a 
student has been picked as senate chair- 
men and In F^ruary the senate elected 
a 44-year-old theology profemor as rector. 
"He was voted in against the professors," 
said the loser. Werner Conze, a Sd-year- 
old history professor who served as 
rector for five months and was branded 
an arch conservative by the leftist stu- 
dents. 

Dr. Conze illustrates the swift pace of 
change. Only two y^ts ago be was tlie 
liberal candidate for rector. 

At Heidelberg there are only 190 full 
professors tor 11.S0Q students. The re- 
mainder of the 1.000-member teaching 
stiff Is made up of associates, assistants 
and Insbructon. 


German professors are actually state 
officials appointed to posts of lifetime 
tenure with salaries in the 60,000-OiarIc 
<S16.000> range and many earn much 
more. 

Under Uie system generally prevaillag 
in German universities, a professor who 
directs an institute or hernis a clinic is 
a formidable, father figure with almost 
unlimited power over his assistants and 
graduate students, who still caU him a 
“doctor lather." 

"The imiverslty serves the ruling classes 
In capitalism and it's not . enou^ to 
change it. We have to abolish the 
present sj^em." a student said. 

The universities are supported by tlie 
individual states in West Germany. A 
student ftan get by on something like 
3.S00 marks tgsgot a year. 

But a working-class father might only 
have a net income of 8.000 to 13,000 
marks i$3,185 to 83,278) a year, and ev^ 
with tax concessions granted for a stu- 
dent in the family, it would be quite 
expeosive. 

As a rule, most students finish nigh 
school and enter a university at 30. The 
avoage age for eompleblon of studies Is 
27— longer when advanced degrees are 
earned. 

For many students there are no exami- 
naiions at all until after two years— a 
Situation not much changed from that 
described by Mark Twain when he passed 
through Heidelberg nearly 100 years ago 
and remarked student life was “a very 
free life." 

Twain said the German student “is 
not entered at the university for any 
particular length of time, so he is likely 
to change about. He passes no examina- 
tion upon entering college. He merely 
pays a trifling fee of 85 or 810. receives 
a card entitling him to the prlvilegee of 
the university and that is the end of it. 
He is now ready for business, or play ns 
be shall prefer." 

There is increasing criticism ot "stu- 
dents who eloquently defend their right 
to 14 semesters of study" wliUe other
